The fact that all this live stock is slaughtered 
abroad means the loss to Ireland of the profits 
of the slaughtering, packing and related in- 
dustries, and of the important industries, ,esuch 
as tanning, which depend upon the meat in- 
dustry for their raw material, 

Moreover, approximately half the cattle ex- 
ported are in the lean state, despite the fact 
that Ireland has some of the richest pastures 
in the world, so that the profits of prepara- 


Í tion for market as well as those of slaughter 


are lost. 
There has recently been an attempt to 


develop an Irish meat trade which, unfor- 


tunately, through lack of sufficient capital, 
has not been le to continue. As far as 
operations were carried on, with the limited 
resources at the disposal of the pioneer large- 
scale company, there was every indication that 
the meat an by-products of cattle slaughtered 
in Ireland could be sold profitably in Great 
Britain and other markets.

Although part of the wool manufactured in Ire- 
land is of domestic origin even this has usually 
been spun in English mills, and there is a large 
importation of foreign wools and yarns, 

The tobacco and rope manufactures of Bel- 
fast are entirely dependent - upon foreign 
materials, and- the great breweries and distil- 
leries of Dublin use a large proportion of 
foreign grain. In sum, except for the manu-

and dairying, Ireland is dependent upon other 
countries for both fuel and raw materials, as 
well as for markets for the finished product. 
ANOTHER METHOD. 

The trade figures suggest a second method of 
industrial development in Ireland, which is

material is at hand. In such cases there is at 
least the advantage over foreign competitors of 
eliminating ocean freight on the finished pro- 


duct. There is also the great advantage of the 


resent sentiment of Insh consumers strongly 


favouring domestic goods. . 
By. these two methods, supplying the foreign 


market with manufactured food products, and 


the domestic consumer with articles from Irish 
raw materials, Lreland can make industrial pro- 
gress. But the domestic market is not large, 
and as industrial development for foreign 
markets depends primarily upon the supply of 
sorisaiiaieal’ 4 products the conclusion is jnevi- 
table, that it is primarily in agriculture that 
Ireland will find its future prosperity.

The Southern : Unionists. 
On Saturday thé -Provisional Govern- 
ment of Ireland will be chosen at the 
Dublin Mansion House; and the elections 
for the first Parliament of the Irish Free 
State cannot be long delayed. The 
time has come, therefore, when all 
Irishmen must adjust their minds to 
the new political conditions, The 
Southern Unionists, in particular, cannot 
afford to “wait and see”’ ; they must be 
up and doing. It is their interest that 
the Free State shall be an administrative 
and economic success; for there can be 
no commercial prosperity without good 
government. In the first place, they must 
begin to realise immediately that the old 
party distinctions have disappeared. There

There is no need to ask the support of 
all Southern Unionists for the Provisional 
Government of Ireland.

It must hdminister the law, must control 
every department of Irish government, 
and must maintain discipline among large 
forces of armed men. These functions will 
be embarrassed by the active or passive 
opposition of extremists who will be 
the more strenuous because they know 
that the general election will curtail, if 
it does not- destroy, their power for 
mischief.

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Labour Exchanges.’ 


Giving evidence before an Advisory 
Committee on unemployment imsurance 
and Labour Exchanges in Belfast yester- 
day, Mr.. H. M. Glass, of the firm of 
Workman and Clark, made a very strong 
case for the abolition of Labour Ex- 
changes. In his experience, he said, they 
were useless. Time and again his firm 
had employed men on their recommenda- 
tion, only to find on trial that these men 
were totally unfitted for the work which 
they were required to do. The workers, 
as well as the employers, he asserted, 
were opposed to the present system, 
and the labour market would. benefit 
by the complete “scrapping’’ of all 
the Exchanges. Unemployment donations 
could be distributed, like health insurance, 
through the medium of approved societies 
and trade unions. Much can be said in 
support of Mr. Glass’s argument. Any- 
bedy who has had anything to do with the 
Labour Exchanges knows that in the 
majority of cases they tend to hinder 
rather than to help the free exchange of 
labour. They are. exceedingly costly in- 
stitutions ; and, like most Government de- 
partments, the Ministry of Labour does 
not seem to demand a particularly high 
standard of efficiency from its well-paid 
staff. Now that economy is the order of 
the day in official circles, the whole system 
of Labour Exchanges should be reformed. 
The labour problem will -be one of the 
most serious pre-occupations of the first 
Government of the Irish Free State. We 
hope sincerely that it will have nothing 
to do with Labour Exchanges.

Meat Prices. 
The mind of t blin housewife is 
greatly exercised a a concerning 
the price of meat. For!some months part 


i wholesale prices have been falling, yet the 


prices in the shops seems to be as high, 
or nearly as high, as ever.. We printed a 
letter from a correspondent on Tuesday in 
reference to this important subject. He 
drew attention to the fact that 50s. per 
hundredweight was the average price for 
fat cattle in the City Market on Monday, 
whereas retailers were selling steak at 
Is. 5d. per pound. Now, 50s. a hundred- 
weight works out at rather less than 54d. 
per pound, and, at first sight, the figures 
would suggest that scandalous “ profiteer- 
ing ’’ was in progress somewhere. A mem- 


_ber of the cattle trade, however, told our 


representative yesterday that our corre. 
spondent’s charges were quite unfounded. 
On his reckoning 50s. to 56s. a hundred- 
weight represents a wholesale price of 
10d. per pound. Add to that an allow- 
ance for waste and profit and you arrive, 
at the mean price of 1s. 3d. per pound 
for ribs of beef. The price of fat cattle is 
very variable; but we feel convinced that 
the public is not benefiting sufficiently 
from recent falls. The reduction of the 
price of meat by a penny, or even by a 
halfpenny, in the pound makes a great 
difference “in the weekly budget, more 
especially of the poorer classes,

Irish Industries. 


One of the first results of the Irish 
settlement has been, the awakening of 
American interest in the industrial re- 
sources of this country. The current issue 
of the Commerce Monthly, the organ of 
the National Bank of Commerce, gives 
Ireland some very good advice. The meat 
trade, it argues, offers by far the ‘best 
opportunity for development, and an effort 
should be made to promote a packing in- 
dustry in order that the profits of 
slaughter and preparation for market 
might remain in Ireland: The journal 
remarks that Irish “industry,” in the 
narrower sense of the term, is badly 
handicapped by the lack of cheap power 
and the scarcity of raw materials. Some 
4,500,000 tons of coal must be imported 
every year, “and the methods of winning 
peat must be greatly improved before it 
can compete succéssfully with imported 
coal for industrial use.” Furthermore, 
the raw material for nearly all our indus- 
tries must be imported. Steel for the 
shipyards, flax for the scutching-mills, 
hemp for the sope-works, and grain for 
the breweries and distilleries—all these 
things must be purchased in foreign 
markets. The Commerce Monthly, there- 
fore, suggests. that Ireland should try 
to suphiy the home market with many 
commodities which at present, are imnorted 
from abroad—but in

Introducing Sir 
John Griffith, he said that he was one of those 
distinguished Irishmen who did a great deal 
and said very little. Sir John was the greatest 
living authority on the subject about which he 
was about to address them, a subject m which 
everyone in that room was vitally interested.

Sir John Griffith first explained the origin 
and object of the Sub-Committee appointed by 
the Board of Trade in 1918 to investigate Ire- 
land’s water power, and of which he was chair- 
man. 

The chief purposes for which water was used 
in Ireland, he said, were—Public tea for 
domestie and trade purposes, industrial purposes 
(not derived from public supplies), canals and 
navigable waterways, and power. In dealing 
with those subjects the prevention of pollution, 
the protection of fisheries, and public and pri- 
vate amenities had to be taken into considera 
tion. 

The committee’s report, therefore, had been 
devoted almost entirely to the use of water for 
power purposes; the problems: of ‘drainage, 
navigation, and fisheries were referred to only 
in order to emphasise the absolute need for 
unity’ of eontrol in al] matters relating to the 
water resources of the country. 

The chief reason for confidence in a revival 
of water power for industrial purposes rested on 
the fact that it was no longer necessary for the 
factory to’ be located ‘at the power site. The 
advances made in electrical engineering allowed 
them to generate the electric energy at the 
most favourable site where water power was 
available, and to transmit it long distances by 
high tension currents to centres where an 
economical market could. be found. 

The principal industries in the country were 
dependent on imported coal, because it was the 
cheapest source of power. It was not economy 
to allow their water power to run to waste, 
instead of using it to reduce their coal consump- 
tion and delay the day, which was not far 
distant, when their coal supplies would be ex- 
hausted or unavailable. 

The average import of coal into Ireland fot 
the years 1912, 1913, and 1914 was 4,650,000 
tons per annum, and, in addition, 88,000 tons 
of native coal were used in Ireland during each 
of those years. The total consumption of peat 
in Ireland had been estimated at 7,000,000 tons, 
which would represent 3,500,000 tons of coal 
The imported coal represented about 57 per cent. 
of the fuel requirements, costing more than 
£11,000,000 per annum. The report of the Sub. 
Committee claimed only 500,000 continuous water 
horse-power for this country. 

7 * * -. - 

In the proposals submitted in the Committee'a 
report for the development of power on the 
Rivers Shannon, Erne, Bann, and Liffey, it was 
pointed out that storage was essential. Without 
storage no satisfactory results could be attained 
This storage would need the regulation of lake 
levels and the acquisition of land, for which 
ample compensation must be paid. 

In the proposed scheme for the development 
of the water power resources of the Liffey they 
looked forward to the formation. of a beautiful 
lake in the basin of the Upper Liffey and King's 
River, which, if connected with Dublin by an 
eficient electric tram service, would make tlus 
- a delightful resort for the citizens of Dub. 

n. 

The River Shannon was the largest Irish 
river, and its catchment basin above Killaloe 
was over 4,000 square miles, or about one-eighth 
of the total area of Ireland. Mr. Theodore 
Stevens, in 1915, investigated the Shannon; and 
his proposal was to erect four hydro-electrio 
power stations between Killaloe and Limerick 
at a total cost, at 1919 prices, of £2,834,000, or 
at the rate of £43 per metalled electric horse- 
power. The average annual output obtainable 
would be 52,500 electric horse-power at a capi- 
tal cost of £54 per electric horse-power. 

The catchment basin of the Errie had an 
area of 1,688 square miles, and in ghis instance 
Mr. Stevens proposed to erect four hydro- 
electric stations on the river below Belleek with 
an installed electric horse-power of 71,300, at a 
total. cost of £2,060,000, or at the rate of £29 
per installed electric horse-power at present-day 
prices. The average annual output would be 

500 electric horse-power at a capital cost of 
£46 per average electric horse-power. 

The catchment basin of the. Bann above 
Portna was 2,032 square miles, which included 
Lough Neagh, the largest lake in the British 
Isles, having an area of 151 square miles. 
There were three points specially suited for the 
erection of hydro-electric power stations— 
Portna, Movanagher, and Carnroe.

The fourth river which the Sub-Committee 
bad examined was. the Liffey, the catchment 
basin of which, exclusive of the Dodder and 
the Cammock, was 450 square miles. ‘The 
principal sites at which hydre-eléctric power 
stations could be advantageously erected were 
Poulaphouca, Golden Falls, and the Salmon 
Leap. It was estimated that over 10,000 water 
horse-power could be developed continuously 
from the Liffey. i : 

It was proposed to instal plant with a capa- 
city of 29,600 electric horse-power, and the 
estimated cost was £920,000, at “apa eo 
prices. hat represented a cost of £51 per elec- 
tric horse-power installed, or £111 per average 
electric horse-power developed during the year 
at the power site. The transmission lines, 1n- 
cluding transformers, were estimated to cost 


The Liffey power scheme was one of the most 
attractive that he had. met with, and as an 
economical proposal, in his opinion, it could not 
be challenged. 

Having drawn a comparison between Ireland 
and Switzerland, and shown the development of 
hydro-electric power stations, the lecturer said 
that he had come before them that day to seek 
their co-operation and help in devploping what 
he believed to be one of Ireland's greatest 
assets.

The Irish political situation took a more 
business-like aspect yesterday. Mr. Griffith's 
Cabinet at the Mansion House, Dublin, was 
early at -work on urgent problems, including 
the threatened railway strike. 

The appointment of further Ministers was 
under discussion, but no announcement on the 
subject was made. 

Arrangements were completed for the sum- 
moning of a meeting on Saturday a the 
Mansion House of the members elected to sit 
in the House of Commons of Southern Ireland 
in accordance with Clause 18 of the Articles of 
Agreement. The four representatives of Dublin 
University will, attend the meeting, but it is 
expected thaí Mr. de Valera’s supporters will not 
participate in the proceedings. One member of 
Dail Eireann—Mr. John O’'Mahony—is not en- 
titled to be present, as he represents Fer- 
managh, which isenot-in Southern Ireland. 

A further meeting of the new Misistry was 
held in the Mansion House last night. There 
"was a full attendance of members, including 
Mr. Griffith, and the proceedings continued 
until after 9.30 o'clock.

MR. MULCAHY'S TASK. 


One of the busiest of the Free State Ministers 
yesterday was the Minister for Defence, Mr. 
Mulcahy, upon whose shoulders rests the task 
of preserving discipline in the Republican Army, 
a task which, in view of recent incidents in 
Cork, is apparently no light one. 

Mr. Duggan, as Minister for Home Affairs, 
applied himself throughout the day to an 
effort to secure the immediate release of the 
political prisoners. Their number is stated to 
be 1,008, and of these 26 are in prison on 
chatges of murder, 121 attempted murder, 478 
possession of arms, 226 crimes of violence, 69 in 
possession of seditious documents, 43 minor 
offences, 37 ordinary civil offences, 48 sundry 
offences in martial law areas. It was thought 
that an official statement as to the amnesty 
would have been available last night, but 
authoritative information was that nothing de- 
finite would be known until to-day. 

Mr. de Valera and his immediate friends were 
also busy at the Mansion House yesterday, and 
it was learned that they held a meeting at 
which they elected executive officers. It seems 
that the Mansion House will in future be the 
joint home of the respective parties, as separate 
rooms for the use of Mr, Griffith and Mr. de 
Valera have been set apart. 


EVACUATION OF TROOPS.

THE PREPARATIONS. 


The process of evacuation of the troops is 
taking definite shape, and already there are 
numerous signs that it has begun. At Dublin 
Castle the barbed wire and sand-bagged pro- 
tection is being dismantled, the guards have 
been reduced, the gates thrown open, and "the 
parties of Auxiliary Police formerly on duty 
have been withdrawn. . Official documents are 
being removed in large furniture vans, and are 
being taken for examination to London. Those 
needed for the archives of the Free State will, 
it is understood, be returned. 

The removal of the troops will, 
occupy a long time. It is likely to last for 
several months. Those who remain after the 
specified month has expired will be here as 
fatigue parties, clearing away Army material. 
An endeavour is being made to get rid of as 
much surplus material as possible, and already 
some stores have been sold. In places where 
camps were established, the tents are being 
collected with a view to sale. 

The military transport authorities are com- 
pleting arrangements at the various ports for 
the embarkation of troops, and if is uikely that 
within the next few days the-first drafts wil] 
leave. 

Yesterday the luggage of some Auxiliary 
R.I.C. was taken in Crossley tenders to the 
North Wall, and the various “ kits,”’ etc., were 
placed in temporary storage, to await the out- 
going of their owners. 

An immense amont of “ gear ” is involved in 
the shifting of forces from Ireland, and, so far 
as the Dublin Port route is concerned, it is 
understood that special steamers or “ trans- 
ports’ will be utilised, and that the majority 
of the vessels of this class will be accommo- 
dated as they arrive at the -Alexandra Basin 
premises and North Wall Extension Pier. 

Last night’s outgoing express steamer from 
Dublin carried upwards of 70 men of a 
signalling corps, and upwards of 75 leave men 
who were going to England by the Holyhead 
route. 

To-morrow night some 200 of the Auxiliary 
Division, R.1.C., will cross the Channel from 
Dublin.

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COUNCIL REGRETS MR. FISHER'S 
RESIGNATION. 
GENEVA, Wednesday. 

The Council of the League of Nations to-day 
examined the Convention regarding the 
neutralisation of the Aaland Islands in rela- 
tion to the guarantee obligations assigned to 
the Council by the Convention. 

Mr. Cecil Harmsworth drew attention to the 
fact that thie Convention was the first. European 
agreement directly concluded under the auspices 
of the League of Nations. 

The Council decided to accept the guarantee 
obligations. 

The Council disallowed the protest of the 
German Government against the order of the 
Saar Government Commission, defining the 
qualifications of an imhabitant of Saar territory. 
The Council decided to renew for one Fea

members of the Saar Government Commission, 
including its President, M. Rault, France. It 
was also decided to reuest the Belgian Govern- 
ment to maintain in Brussels a central inter- 
national bureau relative to liquor traffic in 
Africa, and to assume control of such traffic. 

As Mr. Fisher is obliged to relinquish his seat 
on the temporary mixed Commission for the 
reduction of armaments, it was decided that 
the President should communicate with Great 
Britain with regard to the selection of the 
British members.

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ESKIMO LOVE TRAGEDY. 


HUNT FOR A BRIDE CAUSES 
7 FOUR MURDERS. 


A weird and terrible story of an Eskimo love 
tragedy, involving the murder of four persons 
te the wounding of a fifth, and reading like 
the plot of some lurid story on the films, has 
been brought in to Edmonton (Alberta) by a 
messenger from the icy cold region of Wager’s 
Bay, thirty miles west of the Hudson's Bay 
trading post, nearly five months after the events 
occurred. 

The report received at the Mounted Police 
Headquarters says that the tragedy arose from 
the love affair of a trader named Otto Pinder. 
Pinder became attracted by the wife of an 
Eskimo, and, as a way out of the difficulty, the 
woman's husband and his father volunteered 
to find Pinder another Eskimo woman, equally 
attractive. 

Setting out on their quest they came to a 


hut in which they found a woman whom they , 


thought would be attractive to Pinder. The 
only obstacle was that this woman was also 
married, and her hnsband ref to part with 
her. The bride-hunters sought to solve the pro- 
blem by shooting and seriously wounding; the 
husband. 

The latter's cousin, naively remarké¢ the re- 
port, “ took offence,” and shot the younger of 
the two men, whose companion opened fire, 
but was also slain by the cousin after he had 
exhausted all his ammunition. The tragedy did 
not end there, for the cousin then went to slay 
the woman of Pinder’s affections, to save whom 
both husband and father had set out on their 

uest. 

This left a four year old girl fatherless and 
motherless, “ so she waa strangled to death by 
one of the ‘head men’ of the district,” con- 
cludes the report.—(Reuter.)

- Alarmed. by the sound of. firing in the 

street yesterday, Mr. and Mrs. Andrew 

Anderson, of Hooker street, Belfast, 

rushed to the front door and were im- 
mediately shot dead. 

The trouble began with the throwing of 

á bomb at a tramway car conveying work- 


its mark. A few seconds later a volley of 
revolyer fire was directed at the car. Again 
no one was hurt. 

Mr. and Mrs. Anderson, who both 
worked at Messrs, Ewart’s mill, were at 
breakfast when they heard the noise of 
the firing. ‘They hurried to the door, and 
were looking up the street when three 
shots rang out. Mrs. Anderson fell dead,. 
and her husband, who was also hit, 
struggled into the kitchen and expired on 
the floor. 

The shooting awakened their five 
children, who were asleep upstairs. When 
they came downstairs they found their 
parents lying dead. Subsequently neigh- 
bours arrived and sent for the police, and 
the bodies were removed to the Mater 
Hospital Morgue. | 

Later in the day two neighbours of the 
Andersons—Mrs. Maginnis (60) and Mrs. 
Bowman (48)—were admitted to hospital 
in a critical condition. 

Some men called at their houses, and 
each woman, on opening the door, was 
fired on. Both were shot in the breast. 
A crowd in @e street became unruly and 
the police had to fire. 

Last night a third murder was com- 
mitted, Mrs. Hogg (40), of. Fifth street, 
being shot dead after answering the door 
to a party of armed men. 

A bomb was thrown from Bombay street 
to Cooper street, in the same neighbour- 
hood, but beyond smashing some windows 
it did no damage. 

Mrs. Devlin, of 124 Percy street, who 
was wounded on Sunday, died last night 
from her injuries. 

As Sergeant Harris and Private Collet, 
of the Norfolk Regiment, were talking to 
two gitls in the Newtownards road last 
night, the rifle of one of them was acci- 
dentally discharged, and wounded the two 
soldiers and one of the girls. Firing was 
reported from other districts, but no 
further casualties are reported. 7

A doctor said that the deceased man had 
been almost riddled with bullets, He thought 
that there were eleven bullet wounds.

The Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research hope to publish shortly, as an official 
publication of the Building Research Board, a 
book entitled “Graphical Analysis of the cost of 
Cottage Building.” The volume will contein a 
number of useful di ms based on official ex- 
perience spread over past two or three years’ 
work on the Government housing schemes. Ex- 
rience of infinite value to those who wish to 
Build houses for themselves or for others is made 
available in a simple and easily-understood form 
in these diagrams. From one diagram, for ex- 
ample, it is made clear that, while the cost of 
the services of bricklayers and their labourers 
on the particular type of house chosen as the 
basis of all the diagrams—namely, the ordinary 
workman’s house, with a pariour—is 35.4 per 
cent. of the whole cost, the cost of bricks for the 
same house works out at 47.5 per cent. of the 
total, cost. Comparative diagrams showing 
the cost of erecting 20 cottages in different 
parts of England and 1,000 co es in one 
scheme in Scotland lead to the conclusion that 
costs in the two countries, in spite of certain 
differences in the kinds of materials used, vary 
very slightly. : 
In Great, Britain the cost of companion build- 
ings reached a peak in August, , and re- 


mained at the top height practically until 
March or April, 1821. ‘Then it. began to fail 
rapidly, and since that t, according to 


these diagrams, the cost of building houses in 
Great Britain has - down very rapidly, and 
is continuing to fall. 

Certain building materials are shown to be 
keeping up their inflated price. for some un- 
explained reason, such, for example, as For 
land cement, bricks, limestone, lead sheets, and 
tiles. The continued high prices of these im- 
portant materials is ascribed to the operations 
of combines, which are known to exercise a 
great influence over these trades. 
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The first foundry at which steel castings have 
teen made in Belfast was opened last week by 
Messrs. Sutherland, Ltd., on the Harbour Commis- 
sioners’ ground at Sydenham road. The furnace is 
of the electric type, and has a capacity of 50 cwts.

THE CUSTOM HOUSE STATUE. 


—_ “or 
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The figure of Commerce, which stood for over 
@ century on the top of the Custom House, 
Dublin, has been brought to the ground intact. 
The work of removal was difficult, and engaged 
a large staff of men for about three months. 
rhe weight of the figure is about seven tons, 
and the height is fourteen feet three inches. 

The method adopted by the contractors, 
Messrs. J. and YF. Good, Limited, for re- 
moval was as follows:—A _ platform of 
heavy balk «timber was placed inside 
the tower at the base of the colonnade at 
& height of 70 feet over the ground. From 
this level a strongly framed timber scaffolding 
was erected. The figure, which is in two sec- 
tions, was lowered by means of heavy block and 
chain to a temporary platform, and from this 
level to the ground with wenches and wire 
ropes. The total height from the footpath 
level to the top of the figure was 129 feet.

The new block of. buildings at 94-96 Middle 
Abbey street, to be known as Abbey Cham- 
bers, now nearing completion, represents the 
best type of modern building methods.

It is constructed of stee) girders and 
concrete, with reinforced concrete floor on the 
ground and wooden floors in the flats above. 
The frontage is artistically executed, and a fea- 
ture of the entire block is the large window 
~ giving abundance of light on each level. 

e residential flats are the most complete of 
their kind in the city. Each dwelling—there 
are two on each of the three upper storeys—is 
entirely self-contained, and has three rooms 
and a kitchen, with shelved pantry, gas stove, 
enamelled sink, and geyser, providing hot 
water, bathroom, with wasbhand basin, separate 
lavatory and coal cellar. The Abbey Chambers 
is only a few doors west of Sackville street.

SUGGESTION TO PROPERTY 
OWNERS. 


The suggestion is made that in this country, 
as in America, houses, workshops, and business 
premises shonld be painted now instead of at 
4 later season. If this were done in Dublin it 
would materially help to alleviate the unem- 
ployment which is so widespread. : 

there is more unemployment among house- 
Painters at present than is customary at this 
time in normal years, and it causes unusual 
hardship by reason of the high prices of the 
necessities of life, and because for some time 
past employment has been so irregular that 
the men in the trade have had no opportunity 
to save any portion of their wages with a view 
to tide over what is invariably a sleck season. 
In the uncertain weather which is to be ex- 
pected early in the year, the owners of property 
= indisposed to give orders for painting to be 

one. 

A great deal of such work has been allowed 
to fall into arrear owing to the scarcity of 
money and the unusually aa expenditure in- 
volved; and it is urged that owners would be 
wise to put some of this work in hand without 
delay, in order to secure the preservation of their 
property in = condition, bearing in mind 
that a capable painter would mix his paint 
m guch a way that it would resist the effects 
of early rain, and that the paint would not 
be Tiadie to blistering if it were applied now 
and given time to harden before becoming 
subject to the heat cf the en. in sumuiner, 

Agreement with the suggestion was expressed 
by the head of a large firm of decorators, who 
remarked that property owners ate unlikely to 
secure any great saving of expenditure by de 
re orders in the expectation of an early 
fall in prices, Two factors, he said, cause the 
present high cost of painting and other des- 
cin grew of work ia the building trade— first, 
he high wages, and secondly, th
